Scharfenberger asked Mr. Settembrino to share 
a few words with the audience. Mr. Settembrino 
said he looked forward to working with the 
mayor and the Township Committee, trying to 
find new ways to save money and generate 
revenue. 

OUTGOING MAYOR'S SPEECH 

Mayor Scharfenberger presented his 
outgoing mayor's speech, after presenting a few 
words about the recent snow storm. He said that 
we had to do the best we could in dealing with 
the snow, and he had to commend those that 
helped. His outgoing speech began by 
introducing the notable attendees in the room 
and he stated that he had written his speech a 
few weeks ago. He said that serving as mayor 
had been the most difficult and rewarding of 
times. He praised the Christie Administration 
for removing cost producers to the towns. Mr. 
Scharfenberger said that the majority in Trenton 
failed to provide the measures to save costs. He 
said he was asked to be part of the Governor's 
transition team and was honored to do so. He 
acknowledged the help of Deputy Mayor Fiore 
over the past year regarding insurance matters in 
town. He mentioned that Mrs. Brightbill started 
the "Buy Middletown" program. He thanked 
Mr. Massell for his real estate advice and 
heading the "Live Where You Work" program. 
He acknowledged Mr. Byrnes for his three years 
of service.

NEW MAYOR'S SPEECH 

Mr. Fiore began by thanking the 
Committee for their confidence in him and he 
said he had big shoes to fill. He welcomed Mr. 
Settembrino to the Committee and said he has 
known him for a few years. He said each 
member of the Committee has unique qualities 
to bring to the Committee. Mr. Fiore said 2011 
begins with a 2% cap on property taxes and that 
along with the State Legislature they will have 
to redefine the core essential services offered by 
the Township. He said the decisions that have to 
be made will be difficult and unpopular and 
more needs to be done with insurance costs. He 
said the revaluation is still hindering the town 
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with tax appeals and the reassessment will take 
place to put a stop to the appeals. Mr. Fiore said 
shared services are crucial in providing expected 
services and they will be working with the 
Board of Education (BOE) on sharing 
maintenance responsibilities. He said recycling 
education is needed to bring the town into 
compliance with the State. He said they will be 
implementing a major energy project with the 
BOE, which will save the Township dollars 
along with the newly hired energy consultant. 
Mr. Fiore concluded by acknowledging the 
volunteers present and all of the volunteer 
organizations. 

DEPUTY MAYOR'S SPEECH 

Mrs. Brightbill said the community will 
have the opportunity throughout the year to hear 
what she is planning to do. She said she plans to 
work hard with the community to make 
Middletown what it is.

RESOLUTION NO. 11-62 

SETTING GRACE PERIOD AND INTEREST RATES FOR TAXES 

FOR CALENDAR YEAR 2011 

WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 54:4-67 permits the Governing Body to fix the rate of interest 
to be charged for nonpayment of taxes or assessments subject to any abatement or 
discount for late payment of taxes or assessments as provided by law; and 

WHEREAS, any unpaid taxes and municipal charges constitute an unfair burden on 
those taxpayers who pay their taxes and municipal charges in a timely manner and 
delinquent taxpayers should be required to carry their share of the tax burden; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Governing Body of the Township 
of Middletown, County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey, that the property taxes 
shall be due and payable quarterly on February 1 st , May 1 st , 

August 1 st and November 1 st for the year 2011, with a ten day grace period, after 
which dates, if unpaid, shall become delinquent, with interest charges as set for below 
and reverting back to the due date on any quarterly installment of taxes. The Tax 
Collector is hereby authorized and directed to charge, subject to any abatement or 
discount for the late payment of taxes as provided by law: 

1. Eight percent (8%) per annum on the first $1,500.00 of taxes delinquent 
after due date; and 

2. Eighteen percent (18%) per annum on any amount in excess of $1,500.00 of 
taxes delinquent after due date; and 

3. Any 2011 municipal charges remaining u npaid on t he 11 th day of the 11 th 



month of the fiscal year will be subject to Tax Sale
